E e d o r a d o , Kas., June 2 1 . —The 
heat was intense yesterday, but, 
nevertheless, the court room was 
crowded to hear Jessie Morrison 
relaté her side of the horrible trag­ 
edy. 
A big majority of those pres­ 
ent were ladies. 
A t the morning session Judge 
and Mrs. Morrison and sons, H ay­ 
ward and Fletcher, were put on 
the stand to identify the clothing 
worn by Jessie Morrison the day 
of the tragedy, also to describe her 
wounds and to. prove that she said 
she was going to Miss D avis’ that 
morning to get a pattei^n. 
Jessie Morrison was on the stand 
nearly four 
hours. 
She 
said she 
went to Lizzie D avis’ on the morn­ 
ing of the tragedy to get a collar 
pattern and toofc a letter along to 
cut the pattern fro m ; that she was 
returning home when Mrs. Castle 
rapped on the window of her home 
and called 
her 
i n ; 
that they sat 
down on a lounge and had a con­ 
versation. 
Mrs. Cistle accused her of w rit­ 
ing letters to Olin and trying to 
separate them ; that they quarreled 
and Mrs. Castle called her a lia r; 
that they 
both 
rose up ; that she 
dropped her handkerchieU on the ‘ 


floor, and when she stooped to pick 
it up Mrs. Castle struck her across 
the throat with a razor; that they 
scuilled ; that she got the razor and 
cut Mrs. Castle’ s throat in self-de­ 
fense 
Miss Morrison denied cut­ 
ting her own throat, and said she 
did not have a razor when she en­ 
tered the Castle 
onie, and that she 
and not Mrs. Casti^ did the scream- 
ing. 
On • cross-examination, 
which 
was very rigid, the defendant did 
not get very %badly mixed up, al­ 
though she 
contradicted some of 
her direct testimony. 
Mrs. 
W iley, 
mother 
of 
Mrs. 
Castle, was overcome with grief 
and had to be taken from the court 
raom. 
The case 
will go to the 
jury Saturday. 
B y nearly all of their witnesses 
so far introduced the attorneys for 
Miss Morrison 
have 
sought 
to 
bring out 
two 
facts, that Miss 
Morrison showed no unusual emo­ 
tion on the morning of June 22. 
before she killed Clara Castle, and 
that none of the members of the 
family had 
ever seen the razor 
with w^hich Miss Morrison is sup­ 
posed to have killed Olin Castle’s 
bride. 
Judge Aikm an ruled con­ 
tinually that questions in an effort 
to bring out testimony of this kind 
were objectionable. 
W hile he was on the stand Judge 
H. H. Morrison, a venerable old 
man, described the injuries which 
Jessie 
Morrison received 
during 
her fatal struggle with Mrs. Castle. 


There were, he said, two long cuts 
on her neck, deepest on the left 
side; one on the 
breast, cutting 
through to 
the 
collar bone, and 
three cuts on the arm between the 
shoulder and elbow. 
Miss Morri­ 
son’s attorney asked Judge Mor­ 
rison what statement his daugliter 
had made when slie returned to her 
home after the fatal visit to the 
home of Olin Castle. 
Counsel for 
the state objected, and the objec­ 
tion was sustained.
